The Museum and Archives is located in Edmonton, on the 
site of the former Government House, which was selected for 
its convenience to public transportation, its commanding view of 
the river valley, and its natural surroundings. The site also allows 
for extensive future expansion of both museum and archives, and 
has the additional value of being of historical interest itself. The 
old Government House mansion has been maintained as part of 
the complex, as it is physically sound and is one of a few digni- 
fied older pieces of architecture in Alberta. 


Under the Confederation Memorial Grants Program, the 
Federal Centennial Commission is contributing $244 million to 
each province, to be at least matched by the province, for the 
construction of buildings of cultural advantage, to be located 
whenever possible in the provincial capitals. 


The basic objective of the Museum is to establish a free 
public museum which will portray and preserve the natural and 
human history of Alberta and provide related educational serv- 
ices. Objective of the Archives is to assemble and preserve sig- 
nificant historical documentary materials of Alberta. To these 
ends, personnel of the Museum and Archives Branch, Depart- 
ment of the Provincial Secretary, have been at work for more 
than two years, assembling specimens, artifacts and documents,

cataloging them, and preparing them for display in the new 
building. 

Through displays arranged in story sequence, the history of 
trades, professions, daily lives, creative and religious activities, 
and regional stories will be presented. The Archives will contain 
collections and arrangements of documentary materials on the 
history of Alberta. 

Besides the expected displays featuring Indian artifacts, ex- 
ploration, fur trade, settlement and agriculture, the Museum will 
also show several aspects of early industry and commerce, 

Natural history displays, both now and in the future, will 
provide extensive coverage with collections and information on 
rocks, fossils, insects, birds, mammals, minerals and plants. Field 
collections and taxidermy are being carried out by the Museum 
Branch staff. 

Planning for future displays includes the portrayal of daily 
life in the home and the community. A special room will high- 
light the special features of the many ethnic groups in the 
province. Religious life, creative activities, prominent people, 
communities, regions, military organizations and firearms will all 
be subjects for displays. 

Extensive exhibits of Alberta’s history in the fields of com- 
munications, transportation, government, politics and organiza- 
tions have been planned. 

Materials to be housed in the Archives will provide docu- 
mented history of the province. Government records, political 
papers, photographs, speeches, surveys, diaries, maps, writings, 
newspapers, society records, minute books, and a long list of other 
historical items will provide an excellent source of information 
to students, as well as the general public. e

N SEPTEMBER, another unusual Al- 
berta Centennial project showed it- 
self to the rest of Canada. -T[wenty stu- 
dents from the University of Alberta 
organized and registered with the Pro- 
vincial Government as the “Students Cen- 
tennial Crusade Society”. They invested 
$100 and purchased an old 1950 Canadian 
Flyer bus to travel to Expo ’67. This 
group, from 18 to 20, planned the trip 
under President Bob Edmunds and Tour 
Director Blain Gowing, both Science stu- 
dents at the U. of A. 

Parents helped get the bus renovated for 
living quarters. Many hours were spent 
on plans. All the seats have been pul- 
manized for sleeping. There are eleven 
bunks built in the back and three of the 
Crusaders slept on the luggage racks. 
Neighbours donated tools and time and 
girl friends made curtains for the win- 


dows. The renovations for the bus include 
an exterior paint job. 


The S.C.C.S., as they call themselves, 
approached various agencies to paint the 
bus with promotion of Alberta events. 
The Yellowhead Route Association as- 
sisted. 


Primarily due to the support of friends 
and families the largest single cost of reno- 
vation seems to be steel wool—l5 boxes 
were used. At eight miles to the gallon it 
is estimated gas and oil cost about $350. 


Nearly every one of the members 
belongs to a fraternity, so they were able 
to make accommodation arrangements 
with other fraternities at the University of 
McGill in Montreal. The entire trip cost 
about $250 each for the three week trip.

Calgary Man Donates 
Giant Stone Lantern 
To Japanese Garden 


ORE THAN two years ago, Calgary 
businessman Mark T. Ando, who 
immigrated to Canada in 1957, ordered a 
six-foot Kasuga style stone lantern in 
Totori Prefecture, near Kyoto, Japan. He 
wanted it for the garden of his Calgary 
home. 

Early in August, the lantern, sculptured 
in a style originated some 1,800 years ago 
and still in evidence in some shrines and 
temples in Japan, arrived in Calgary. 

An avid lover and expert on Japanese 
Gardens, Ando visited the $300,000 Nikka 
Yuko Centennial Garden, Lethbridge, and 

2 seeing it and the appeal it had to 
thousands of visitors from near and far, 
decided that his one-ton lantern would 
enhance the project. He offered it to the 
Lethbridge Garden as a personal gift and 
it was gratefully accepted. 

The City of Lethbridge immediately 
sent a photograph of the lantern to Dr. 
T. Kubo, world-renowned landscape archi- 
tect of Osaka, Japan, who planned the 
Lethbridge project, for his directions as to 
where the huge lantern is to be placed in 
the Nikka Yuko Centennial Garden. His 
reply is now being awaited before Ando’s 
gift will take its place alongside three 
stone lanterns and other statuary already 
gracing the Lethbridge Centennial project. 

It took expert Japanese stone sculptors 
sixteen months to find a stone in the size 
and conformation required for the lantern. 
The work was completed in the record 
time of four months, during which period 
the sculptor worked on the lantern twelve 
hours each day. e

Voyageurs Given Memorable Welcome on Arrival at Expo ‘6/ 


NE HUNDRED AND FOUR DAYS and 3,283 miles after 
leaving Rocky Mountain House, Alberta, May 24th, the 
hundred voyageurs taking part in the Centennial Canoe Pageant 
and race across Canada arrived at Expo 67 in Montreal September 
4th, with three western provinces taking top honors. 

Manitoba, which led the nine other teams almost from the 
start of the race, finished first with a total elapsed time of 531 
hours, 6 minutes, 15% seconds. British Columbia finished in a 
strong second place with 532 hours, 26 minutes and 14 seconds, 
and Alberta was third at 535 hours, 19 minutes and 30 seconds. 

The other teams in their order of finish were Ontario, New 
Brunswick, Saskatchewan, Quebec, Northwest Territories, Yukon, 
and Nova Scotia. 

The Manitoba crew members picked up $2,500 each for their 
first place finish, B.C. got $2,000 each for second place, Alberta 
paddlers each received $1,500 and each man of the remaining 
seven crews received $1,000. In addition each paddler received a 
watch from the Swiss watch industry on their arrival at Expo. 


During ceremonies to welcome the paddlers in front of the 
Canadian Pavilion at Expo, Secretary of State Judy LaMarsh said 
the voyageurs had learned much about Canada during their 
crossing but that the people of Canada also learned a lot about 
them and the spirit of Centennial year. Centennial Commissioner 
John Fisher called the pageant one of the most colorful of all 
Centennial projects. Robert Shaw, the Deputy Commissioner 
General of the world exposition, said it was a great honor to have 
the voyageurs end their race at Expo 67. 


Following the ceremonies John Nikel of Edmonton, the chief 
voyageur of the Alberta crew, said his paddlers were happy with 
the race and felt that the results were very just. 


Nikel said he felt the most important thing the pageant and 
race accomplished during its 104 days was to bring the Centennial 
to many small communities that otherwise might not have had 
anything to celebrate Canada’s 100th birthday. 

During the welcoming ceremonies the Alberta crew presented 
Secretary of State LaMarsh with a Voyageurs’ pack which they 
had carried across the country. It contained a buffalo hide cape, 
as well as a bonnet, muff, and rug made of beaver pelts. Alberta's 
Centennial town of St. Paul also presented a letter to Miss 
aoe which contained an original Hudson’s Bay Company 
seal. 

Just prior to the final sprint by the canoes across Regatta 
Lake at Expo, Mayor Helen Hunley of Rocky Mountain House 
presented a six ton rock to Expo 67, on which is mounted a 
bronze plaque containing the names of all the Alberta voyageurs, 
to be permanently mounted at Expo site proclaiming their feat. 


Alberta’s Provincial Secretary, Hon. Ambrose Holowach, also 
presented a paddle autographed by all team members for display 
in the Canadian Pavilion. 

The members of the Alberta crew were Chief Voyageur Nikel, 
Captain Vic Maxwell, Ken Hardy, Sydney Webb and Ted Bentley 
all of Edmonton, Albert Abel, Robert Poluck, and George Abel 
of Calgary, David Ellery, Archie Griffith and David Maclure of 
Drayton Valley, and Adam Borys of Medicine Hat. e

Centennial Projects of 50,000 Calgary Students Termed Well Worthwhile 


THE 13th AND FINAL issue of “Project 67”, a Centennial 
booklet published each month by the Calgary Educational 
Centennial Projects Committee, has been issued. 

The accomplishments by the Calgary school system, in the 
cause of Centennial are many, and we believe that the editorial 
by J. Reg Houghton, Chairman of the Committee, speaks for 
itself: 

“NO.GAUNTLET, BUT... ...... 

“In days of old, when a challenge was offered, a gauntlet or 
glove was thrown down by the challenger. If I had such a 
gauntlet I would gladly cast it before any city in Canada because 
I feel] strongly that the number, originality, appropriateness and 
effectiveness of the Centennial activities in our school system is 
second to none. 

“The record speaks for itself. Over 400 school-inspired origi- 
nal projects have been or soon will be accomplished. In excess 
of 50,000 students and staff from all schools at all levels have 
co-operated together in unique city-wide projects. Three one- 
hour television programs, later converted to Kinescope 16 mm. 
films, recorded these city-wide endeavours. Fifteen schools, 
featured on radio and television, will be seen or heard through- 
out North America and Europe. We can say with all honesty and 
sincerity that practically every student and teacher in our school 
system has been involved in the numerous celebrations which 
have marked our nation’s one-hundredth anniversary. 

“The question will be asked “Was the Centenary, with its 
celebrations, its projects, its Expo 67, its Confederation Train and 
Caravans, its Pan-American Games ..... was it worthwhile?’ 

“The answer will never be as clear and concise as some 
would like it. Magnificent edifices like the Calgary Planetarium 
and the Flying Saucer Pad at St. Paul, Alberta, will be splendid 


visual reminders of what was done. However, the intangibles, 
like a national pride and awareness, will not be so evident. 

“How can we hope to evaluate the thrilling memories of 
youngsters who took part in a Centennial Pageant, sang at the 
Jubilee Auditorium, or participated in the Festival of Youth, or 
displayed items in the Centennial Fair, or were involved in a 
hundred other ways? ...... : Yet, in all likelihood, these will 
be the most significant contributions of the Centenary to our 
young people. 

“I submit it has been worthwhile. I further submit that 
Canada and Canadians, Alberta and Albertans, Calgary and Cal- 
garians will be better for these experiences and you teachers and 
students may be justly proud of your achievements.” 


We congratulate the Calgary school system on an outstand- 
ing effort—we commend the Emest Manning High School for the 
exciting cover designs—and we are adding this particular volume 
of “Project ’67” to our selection of items to be deposited in the 
Provincial Archives. e

Stony Plain Pupils Tackle Copper Embossing

Dear Sirs: 


Have intended for some time to pro- 
vide you with a little account of one 
project undertaken in our school for Cen- 
tennial year. I teach art in Grade 6, and 
this year used a medium generally re- 
served for junior or senior high school— 
copper embossing. The project was so 
successful, that as a culmination, we did 
the Centennial emblem in burnished cop- 
per, with the floral emblems of the prov- 
inces and territories embossed and 
painted in natural colors. The individual 
triangles are 12 inches to the side; the 
finished emblem is mounted on walnut 
veneer (overall 42” by 48’) and framed 
in red mahogany. 

The emblem was so successful, that we 
embarked on a further project, this one 
even larger and definitely more difficult. 
We produced antiqued embossed Cana- 
dian and Provincial (and Territorial) 


crests, each 8” by 9”. These also were 
mounted in the same fashion as the em- 
blem, the overall size of the finished 
mural being 44” by 52”. A third smaller 
effort featured name plates. 

It was displayed by the local Cham- 
ber of Commerce in a downtown window 
for three weeks. It was sent to Edmonton, 
to be displayed in the School Arts Exhibit 
during Klondike Days. Later it will be 
hung in the school library. 

The same Grade 6 Class, on Centennial 
Tree Planting Day, after accompanying all 
other classes in planting trees, buried a 
large jar, containing their pictures and in- 
dividual compositions, telling about them- 
selves and their plans for the future. This 
is to be dug up in 25 years, and a class 
re-union held. 

Just thought you might like to know 
what one Grade 6 class has been doing for 
Centennial.

Samson Indians Erect 
Monument For Chiefs 


EMBERS OF THE Samson Indian 
band at their Hobbema reserve re- 
cently unveiled their Centennial project, 
an impressive stone monument honoring 
all the chiefs of the Samson Band since 
1867. 

Chiefs in ceremonial dress, officials of 
the Indian Affairs Branch and R.C.M.P. 
took part in the ceremony, in a park east 
of Highway 2A at Hobbema. William A. 
Betts, administrative superintendent of the 
Department of Indian Affairs, Edmonton, 
cut a ribbon across the gate to the park, 
and Staff Sergeant P. E. Jones, R.C.M.P., 
Wetaskiwin, unveiled the monument. 


Chief Jacob Louis said the monument 
was erected to pay tribute to the chiefs 
who have led the Samson Band through 
one hundred years of successful life at 
Hobbema. Engraved on the memorial are 
the names of the nine chiefs since 1867, 
and the names of the present chief and 
councillors.

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Alberta Natural History Volume Assisted By Com 


COLORFUL 344-page book on Alberta’s natural history, 
produced as a Canadian centennial project, went on sale 


‘throughout Alberta in September. As well, 2,000 complimentary 


copies will be placed in schools, libraries and public institutions 
throughout .the province as a centennial gift from the patrons, 
Alberta’s’ major.associated gas and electric companies. 

Production of the natural history book has been a major pub- 
lishing event believed to be unique in North America. The 
project was conceived by members of several of Alberta’s natural 
history and learned societies and from the ranks of these societies 
came most of the 30 distinguished authors and editors. The 
editor-in-chief was Dr. W. George Hardy of Edmonton. 

The finished volume is divided into 14 chapters covering the
